Senator Says the Busy Execu- 
tive Has Not Harassed 
the Railroads.

Senator Bailey of Texas, in the ccurse 
vt a speech in the Senate this after- 
noon on currency legislation, thus de- 
scribed President Rooseveit. 

“They tell me that he is brave,’’ con- 
iinued the Texan, ‘‘and I answer that 
he is just as rash as he is brave. They 
tel! me that he is hovest, and I an- 
swer that he is just as arbitrary as he 
is honest. He

Too good for a curse, 
I wish in my heart, 
He were better or worse. 


“If he were much better he would be 
a Democrat; and if he were a little 
worse he would not obscure and ccn- 
fuse the great issues between us ard 
our adversaries.”’ 

Defends the President. 

Bailey defended the President from 
the charge of having brought about the 
recent panic through his persistent de- 
mand for the refutation of railroads. 

‘The charge,’ exclaimed the Senator, 
“has been nde by men whose: minds 
are heated with resentment and wi'l not 
bear a cliese analysis. 

“The President has demanded. only 
that the rallroads of this country 
should be required to deal justly with 
the people and he has evinced no di- 
position to harass or oppress them.”’ 

The Senator deelared that he was no 
apologist for the President, and said 
he had no patience with the adulation 
of him indulged in by some Demo- 
crats. 

“The good he has done in arousing 
public attention to certain evils of cor- 
porate management will give him an 
enviable place in history of his time,’’ 
he exclaimed, and then, not to have his 
ntterances taken as an indorsement of 
the Roosevelt policies, he added, ‘‘bu+ 
the harm he has done in dwarfing the 
states and exalting the General Gov- 
ernment cannot be measured, and unless 
the tendency which he/jhas set in motion 
is arrested and reversed, our splendid 
Federal gystem will ultimately be de- 
stroyed.”’ 

Then Condemns Him. 

Later he charged the President wit!. 
frequently exhibiting a supreme indif- 
ference to the Constitution of the United 
States. Bailey criticized the Aldrich 
financial bill and the substitute offered 
by his colleagpie, Senator Culberson, and 
advocated the adoption of his own 
amendment providing for the issuance 
of treasury notes instead of national 
bank circulation as an emergency mea- 
sure. 

He argued that the recent panic 
furnisned sufficient evidence of the 
danger of committing the control over 
the volume of currency to the banks 
and declured it was humiliating to 
find the Secretary of the Treasury 
begging bankers to take out addition- 
al circulation and then find that the 
banks preferred an illegal issue of 
Clearing House Certificates. 

He characterized as “wholly inde- 
fensibie” the provision in the Aldrich 


bill repealing the limitation on the 
right of bankers to retire circulation.

tack the prisoner or any one that might 
be trying to stir up the.crowd to mak- 
ing a demonstration.

No Demonstration by Crowd.

Alia was brought into court. He was 
placed in the prisoners’ box, where he 
sat blinking at the sunlight.

DREAM WARNS SISTER 
Woman Has Repeated Visions 


of Murder in Her. 
% Sleep. 





Dreams which have distressed Mrs. 
Katherine Kelly since the disappear- 
ance of her brother, James K. Lynch, 
30 weeks ago, were partially fulfilled 
Monday, when his body was found float- 
fing near an East St. Louis pier. 

Mrs. Kelly has dreamed repeatedly 
that her brother was murdered and his 
body thrown in the river. Once she 
Greamed that it was recovered at a pier. 
Boon after her brother failed to return 
to her home, 1410 North Jefferson ave- 
nue, she told neighbors and policemen 
of her dreams, and of her belief that 
he had ‘been murdered. 

His fellow clerks in the shipping de- 
partment of the Clover Leaf Railroad 
St. Louis suggested at that 
time that he might have been killed by 
freight car thieves, with whose opera- 


‘tions in the East Side yards he:had in- 
_. terfered. 


The pier where his body was found 
was a short distance below the Wiggins 
Ferry landing, where Lynch was ac- 
customed to take a boat to return to St. 
Louis after a day’s work. 

The East St. Louis police were un- 
able to decide, by inspection of the 
body, whether it was weighted down or 
whether it was kept from rising sooner 
by the wreckage of rowboats and other 
rubbish in the water at the ferry land- 
ing. Accidental drownings have oc- 
curred_at the ferry landing. 

The body was first identified by 
Lynch's ferryboat pass, found in a 
pocket. Later his former fellow work- 
ers viewed and recognized it by the 
clothing. Lynch’s family was then no- 
tified. 

Lynch's duties took him into the 
freight yards a great deal, and he in- 
curred the enmity of thieves who infest- 
ed the yards, some of whom he caused 
to be arrested and convicted.

AS CURE FOR CRIME 





Weak Minds Make Criminals, 
the Experts and Police 
Contend. 


So 


St. Louis . criminologists are slow 
about indorsing the new glyceto-phos- 
phates cure for crime, ,proclaimed by 
Dr. John D. Quackenbos of Columbia 
University, New York. 

Until times get easier, so that police- 
men can get other jobs, it is not likely 
that the force will be reduced because 
of the new specific. But if the treat- 
ment works well in New York, the Po- 
lice Board may decided to order a ton 
or so of glycero-phosphates, and sup- 
ply each police station with a quantity, 
to be administered to prisoners with 
their bread and water. 

Dr. Quackenbos, whose reputation is 
so firmly established that not even the 
most frivolous of Columbia students 
ever thinks of calling him ‘‘Quack”’ for 
short, says impaired or deficient brafns 
cause crime. Therefore, build up the 
brain and you eliminate crime. Glycero- 
phosphates build up the brain, and com- 
bined with suggestion, can turn the 
criminal into a normal individual and 
a useful member of society. 

“Weak Brains,” Says Desmond. 

Former Chief of Detectives Desmond, 
renowned as the founder of the Four 
Courts’ ‘‘sweatbox,” says he cannot 
pronounce on the medical part of the 
plan, but that Dr. Quackenbos is right 
in saying criminals have weak brains. 

“T never held the theory that crim- 
inals were smart persons,’’ said former 
Chief Desmond to a Post-Dispatch re- 
norter Monday, “though some seem 
smart by comparison with others, or 
with persons not used to their ways. 
The criminal has something the matter 
with his head almost every time. 

“So I would think that anything 
that would make .a man’s brain 
stronger would help to get 
him out of the notion of com- 
mittine crime. Whether there is any- 
‘thing that will build up his brain, 
and overcome the effects of alcohol 
and drugs, as it would have to do with 
most criminals, at the same time, is 
a question I'll leave to the doctors. 

“IT hope there is something in this, 
but I don’t look for police and detect- 
ive business to fall off very much at 


present ou account of it.’ 

Dr. G. A. Jordan, former chief dis- 
pensary physician, who was at the 
same time jail physician, agrees with 
Dr. Quackenbos that the criminal is 
likely to be found defective, physical- 
ly or mentally. 

“Seeing Is Believing.” 

‘“T would have to see some criminal, 
a thief, for instance, cured by gly- 
“ero-phosphates, or learn of such a 
cure on good authority, before I could 
take much stock in this idea,” said 
Dr. Jordan. 

“The proposition of 
one kind of cure to 
criminal does not strike 
ably. 

“Mere physical improvement is not a 
cure for a tendency to crime. In our 
Jail men are cured of various diseases, 
and sometimes of drug habits, and soon 
they are back again, hceving committed 
some new offense.”’ 

Dr. H. J. Scherck, 
of the City Dispensary, and Jail phy- 
sician, was unwilling to express him- 
self on the question whether glycero- 
phosphates would aid in reforming evil- 
doers. He said that suggestion, which 
Dr. Quackenbos would use as a supple- 
mentary treatment, is now in use in 
all efrorts to help criminals. 

Suggestion Now Used. 

“The preacher who goes to the Jail 
every Sunday and urges the prisoners 
there to lead better lives is treating 
them by suggestion,”’ he said. ‘The aim 
is to make every outside influence on 
the prisoners one of suggestion, to 
teach the uselessness of crime and the 
advantages of decency. 

“Whether any specific treatment could 
make men more susceptible to sugges- 
tion than they are now is a question I 
would not wish to answer without thor- 
ough knowledge of the method pro- 
posed.”’

Neu- 
schang was on his way-to meet his 
fiancee at a mask ball at Muth’s Hall, 
Chouteau avenue and Sarah street, 
when he was injured.

She heard of his death 
after she called at the City Hospital, 
having been told he was fll. She was 
overcome, and departed without look- 
ing at the body.

of the &t. Louis Democratic Club. 

The Supreme Court writs ousting the 
Daley members of the City Committee 
and reinstating the Hawes representa- 
tives will not, it is understood, be served 
on Chairman Daley and his associates 
until Friday.

An exhaustive report of housing con- | 
ditions in the area lying between Sev- 


enth and Fourteenth streets, Lucas ave- 
nue and O'Fallon street, will be made 


at the annual dinner of the Civic League. 


at the Jefferson Hotel Tuesday evening. 
An especially, appointed committee in- 
vestigated conditions in the area in ques- 
tlon. 

Only one bathtub was found among 
2479 persons who Occupy 280 rear build- 
ings as residences, in the 48 city blocks 
in the area investigated.

Imprisonment of Port. Ar- 
thur Commander. 





‘sf. PETERSBURG, March 9.—The 
Czar has commuted the sentence of 


death imposed against Gen. Stoessel for 
surrendering Port Arthur, to ten years’ 
imprisonment in a fortress, and it is 
expected a full pardon will shortly fol- 
low. 

The impression is that Emperor Nich- 
olas would have set the Port Arthur 
defender free at once but for the oppo- 
sition of his war office, which hated 
Stoessel for his strictures concerning 
the unpreparedness of the fortress at 
the outbreak of the war with Japan. 

The military court which tried the 
General decided that he yielded to Gen. 
Nogi before his resources had been com- 
pletely exhausted. The Japanese them- 
selves expressed much sympathy for 
the man who held out so long against 
them, and declared he did everything 
possible.

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Mery ieabers of the Board of Education 
and a few city officers who appear to speak for 
them question the right and power of the mu- 
nicipality and the State to compel the Board of 
Education to equip its buildings with fire 
escapes. 

Of course, if the school authorities are above 
the law in this respect they are so in all things, 
and to state the claim is to refute it. While 
the contention rests upon some finely-drawn 
theories as to the nature of the State’s dealings 
with itself, there are plain provisions of law 
ia this case which can hardly be ignored. 

The public safety act of Missouri, which spe- 
cifically mentions school buildings, is manda- 
tory upon the Board of Education and there 
need be no question of its enforcement by the 
ecurts. Under all the circumstances it is amaz- 
ing indeed that members responsible directly to 
the people should not only violate the law but 
fly in the face of the universal judgment that 
fire escapes are desirable and necessary. — 

In view of the defiant attitude of the Board of 
Education and the great interests at stake the 
euthorities should lose no time in bringing the 
matter to an issue. Mere contumacy or obstinacy 
or pride of opinion must not be permitted to 
invalidate law and overrule the wishes of the 


en.i.e community. A warrant should be issued 


for a member of the Board at once with a view 
to his prosecution, like any other offender. 


As Mr. John Schroers has been, seemingly, 
the most vociferous of any of the members in 
his opposition to the proper safeguarding of 
the schools, it would be highly fitting if the 
warrant should run in his name. 
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MORALS, INDUSTRY AND PROPERTY. 

The executive council of the St. Louis Manu- 
facturers’ Association does not overstate the mat- 
ter in any degree when it warns the people of 
this State that the prohibition movement aims a 
death-dealing blow at a business and industrial 
interest of great magnitude. 

In one way or another hundreds of millions of 
Collars are embarked in the liquor trade, and the 
number of people dependent upon it for a live- 
lihood is very great. Before this State destroys 
this property and sends these thousands into 
other fields of labor it should understand exactly 
what will be the effect of its action. Even if 
the correcthess of the moral purpose involved 
were conceded the economical aspects of the case 
are so momentous that they should not be 
slighted. 

The States in which prohibition has been im- 
perfectly established are alike in that they have 
no large cities and at the time of the enactment 
were not the seats of extensive liquor manufact- 
uring. By reason of toleration elsewhere their 
people have been well supplied with beer and 
spirits and their farm products have found a 
ready market in neighboring States. Kansas and 
Icwa have no breweries or distilleries, or should 
have none, but their grain is converted by others 
into endless streams of intoxicants. 

If States like Missouri and Illinois, with large 
cities and extensive brewing and distilling inter- 
ests, were to adopt prohibition even Kansas and 
Iowa would have a keener knowledge of its con- 
sequences than they have known as yet. They 
would find with each great commonwealth added 
to the list of prohibition States that there was a 
sharp difference between theor2tical and actual 
prohibition. 

When the State enters the field of morals it 
coes so clumsily. Its fiat as to morals is usually 
ineffective. There need be no doubt, however, 
ot its capacity to destroy industry and property. 
Morals are not properly in the keeping of the 

tate. Industry and property should be.

A SOUBRETTE’S GARTER IN THE RECORD. 

The farmer jury that gravely pronounced John 
R. Walsh guilty in Chicago of late proves a divert- 
irg, if sad, exception to the rule. Ordinarily 
farmer juries are considered the best on earth, 
and the Federal Government is especially partial 
to them. They are prudent, moral, judgmatical; 
and their verdicts, having the weight of character 
behind then, when recorded possess the force of 
moral judgments. 

The staid and sober husbandmen selected from 
the agrarian fields of Illinois to try Walsh, when 
they reached Chicago seem to have exhibited a 
peculiar skittishness instead of the seemly be- 
havior expected of them. Not content with visit- 
ing a raree-show, as circumspect tillers of the 
soil and guardians of justice might have done 
without criticism, these old boys burned with a 
still livelier curiosity. No wax figures for them! 

Instead of retiring at 9 o’clock, as would become 
deacons and elders, they slyly nudged and winked 
at each other and sought out a nightblooming 
burlesque show, with which, or with whom, they 
made so merry and they made so bold that one 
of them brought away from the frolic a soubrette’s 
garter of sky blue satine with an imitation Ster- 
ling silver buckle. 

As a result it is proposed to include this decora- 
tive trophy as an exhibit in the record on ap- 
peal, which in the nature of things it must con- 
siderably illumine. It is shocking if not positively 
alarming to contemplate the production of the 
record before the serene eyes of the august 
Justices of the Supreme Court of the United 
States.
